AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute between the Secretary, Gundu Island 
Coir Products Co -operative Society Ltd., No. 297, Gundu Island , Cochin - 1 
and the workmen of the cor.cern represented by the Secretary, Gundu 
Island Coir Factory Thozhilali Urion, Ochenthuruthu , Cochin - 1 cver 
“ Dismissal of Sri T. K. John ” referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV 
of 1947) by the Government of Kerala in their Order , Health and Labour 
(H ) Department, G. O.Rt. No. 2489/67/HLD dated 17-6-1967. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued, the parties put in their respective 
statements. The Union examined the dismissed workman Sri T. K. John 
as W. W. 1, and filed Exhibits W. I and W.2 . The management examin 
ed Sri K. J. Louis, Advocate, Ernakulam , who conducted the domestic 
enquiry in this case, 23 E.W. 1 and S :i P. K. Dever, the President of the 
Co-operative Society as E. W.2, and filed Exhibits É . 1 and E. 2 . 

3. The facts of the case briefly stated are as follows: - The dismissed 
workman Sri T. K. John was a weaver of fibre Mats in the Gundu Island 
Coir Products Co-operative Society Ltd., Vypeen . Hewas elected as one 
of the eleven members of the Board of Directors, and was also the 
Secretary of the Union . Fibre mat weavers had to go to the picking 
machine to collect fibre , and it was the custom ihat they should form a 
queue at the picking machine , fibre being collected by the weaver who 
reaches the machine first before the otbers , in turn . It the case of the 
management that about 10.30 a. m . on 21-9-1966 while the dismissed work 
man Sri T.K. Jolin went to the picking machine, another weaver 
Sri M. M. George was at the picking machine, having reached the spot 
before Sri T. K. John , but mending his bag for collecting the fibre. 
Sri M. M. George having finished mending his bag , asserted his right to 
take fibre before Sri T. K. John who however did not 

allow 
SriM. M George to take fibre before him . It is alleged that an alterca 
tion ensued between them , and both of them fell down in scuffle . 
Sri M. I. Sadasivan Pillai, the Secretary of the Society reached the spot 
immediately . Proceedings were initiated against both ihe workmen by keep 
ing them under suspension . Both theworkmen put in written complaints 
against cach other complaining that the other had started the quarrel and 
assaulted him . A domestic enquiry was conducted by Advocate 
Sri K.J. Louis, examined as E. W. i on 3-10-1965 and 5-10-1965. The 
enquiry officer found both Sri T. K. John and SriM.M.George guilty of 
having committed the misconduct of riotous and disorderly behaviour within 
the factory during working hours. Both thc workmen were therefore dis 
missed from service with effect from 21-9-1966 by an order dated 24-10-1966 . 

4. It is the case of the union that since Sri T. K. John had, after 
forming a union in the concern, become the Secretary of the Union , besides 
being clected as one of the eleven directors of the concern, the management 
bore a grudge against him , that he was victimised for his trade union 
activities, and that the domestic cnquiry conducted was in violation of the 
principles of natural justice. It is alleged that Sri T. K. John was asaulted 
by the other workman SriM.M. George and that as such he is innocent in 
the matter .

5. Although in their claim statement the union have allezcd that the 
principles of natural justice have b ea violated du ing the domestic equiry, 
the dismissed workman Sri T. K.John when ex.min.:d as WV WI adnits 
that he was allowed to cross -examine the witnesses exa nined by the 
management and that he was also give a opportuities to adduce cridence 
to prove his innocence . Admittedly both Sri T. K. John and 
Sri M.M.George engaged themselves in 1 caffle , rolling on the ground , 
until they were separated by other workmen . The Secretary of the Co 
operative Society, who reached th : spot soon after the two workmen were 
separated , has given evidence at he domestic enquiry that mixer bruises 
were seen sustained by both the workmen. The coaleation mis:) by the 
Union is that the quarrel was started by SIM . M. George, and that as 
such Sri T. K. John must be presumed to be innocent in thematter . 

6. Of the three witnesses examined by the manag=ment at the 
domestic enquiry Sri M. I. Sadasivan Pillai the Secretary of the Co-opera 
tive Society has stated that both the workmen had sustaired mizor injuries 
due to the scuffle between them . Sri C. K. Gopalan, a workman 
attached to the fibre picking machine las stated that Si . 1. M. George 
the machine before Sri T. K. Joha , and 

tha 
when Sri George, who was seated a ride stitching his bag, reach : d the fibre 
picking machine, Sri T. K. John attempted to take fibre befre Sri George. 
A scuffle ensued between them , and both of these fell down . The witnesses 
examined on the side of the dismissed workmen have spoken to the incident 
in keeping with the case of the management. In my opinion the enquiry 
officer has come to the correct conclusion that both Sri T. K. John and 

Sri. M.M. George were guilty of riotousad dis neriy behaviour within the 
7 factory during working hours, that Sri T. K. Jolin initiated the quarrel, and 
that either of the two dismissed workmen could have avoided the incident if 
he wanted to do so. It is the case of the management that Sri T John being 
one of the directors ofthe concern ought to have shown better restraint and 
avoided the incident. The evidence recorded at the dorestic enquiry justifies 
the dismissal of both Sri T.K.John and Sri AL.M.Gerge for ha ing chaved 
in a riotous and disrderly manner within the Factory during working hours . 
I find that none of the principles of natural justice has been violated at the 
domestic enquiry . There seems to be no reason as to why the decision taken 
by the management should be interfered with . 

The dismissal 
Sri T. K. John is found to be justified , and such lie is not entitled to any 
relief. An award is passed accordingly . 

7. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after the 
publication in the GovernmentGazettee .

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2. În pursuance of notice issued , the partics have submitted today 
compromise petition stating that the matter has been settled out of Court 
amicably between the partics, and that the dispute no longer exists. 

3. Since the matter has beea settled amicably , there is no industrial 
dispute now for adjudication before this Court. An award is passed 
accordingly . 

4. This award, will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

ORDER 
Efficient cxccution and timely completion of departmental works largely 
depend on the financial resources and experience of contractors who take up 
the works. Sometimes , it has happened that contracts awarded merely on 
the basis of lowest tender quotation without regard to the financial stability 
or the experience of the contractor concerned , have resulted in delayed and 
imperfect execution of works and in wastage. In order to avoid this , the 
Central P. W. D. have issued Rules for enlistment of contractors in the 
Central P. W. D. 

2. Following this , the Chief Engineer. General and Buildings and Roads, 
in this CircularMemo No. 1/66 dated 25-5-1966 had issued instructions for 
registration of contractors in the State P. W.D. On representation , the 
instructions were stayed by Government. 

3. Government have now examined the matter very carefully in consul 
tation with the Chief Engineer (Irrigation ) and Chief Engineer, General and 
Buildings and Roads. There was also a discussion with the representatives 
of the Contractors Association . Government are satisfied that it will be in 
the interest of the Department to insist on some norms for the contractors, 
but that the condition regarding the solvency certificate should be liberalised 
so as to enable parties to apply for registration casily. They have, accordingly, 
modified the previous instructions relating to solvency certificate and have 
also provided for Bank Guarantee to be accepted . 

4. Government are now pleased to approve the " Rulcs for enlistment of 
Contractor " as in the Appendix and direct that the new rules will be 
brought into force with effect from 1-7-1969. Thesc rules will not apply to 
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registration of L. C. C. Societies, B. S. S. and other workers bodies which 
are governed by separate Government orders and also in respect of works 
which are executed under the famine relief and flood relief rules . Sufficient 
publicity may be given to the new rules so that persons desirous of enlisting 
themselves as contractors may do so before 1-7-1969. The Chief Engineer , 
General and Buildings and Roads and the Chief Engineer, Irrigation , are 
requested to take further action in the matter .

APPENDLX 
RULES FOR REGISTRATION OF CONTRACTORS IN THE KERALA P. W. D. 

1. (a ) Only persons who have registered themselves as contractors 
under these rules are entitled to submit tenders for works. 

(b ) A contractor who is in the register of any Circle in the Kerala 
P. W. D. can tender for works in all the Circles in the State. A contractor 
who is in the register of any Division in a particular Circle other than the 
Minor Irrigation Circle, which has jurisdiction throughout the State , can 
tender for works in all the Divisions under that Circle, and one in the 
register of a Sub Division can tender in all the Sub-Divisions of that Division . 
A contractor who is in the Register of any Minor Irrigation Division , can 
tender for works in that Division . 

2. For purpose ofregistration , the contractors will be classified into four 
separate categories on the basis of their financial resources, professional 
experience, and record as follows: 
(i) A Category . - Those who are entitled to tender for all works in a 

Circle irrespective of the estimated P. A. C. of the works. 
( ii) B Category. Those who are entitled to tender for works in a 

Circle whose estimated P. A. C. is notmore than Rs, 5 lakhs 

each . 
(iii) C Category.-- Those who are entitled to tender for works in a 

Division whose estimated P. A. C. is not more than Rs, 1 lakh 
cach. 
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(iv) D Category Those who are entitledįto render for works in a Sub 

Division, whose estimated P.A.C. is not more than Rs. 20,000 . 
3. (a ) Application for A & B Categories Registration will be made to 
the Superintending Engineer of the Circle, for C Category to the Executive 
Engineer of the Division and for D Category to the respective Sub Division 
Officer. The application should be made in the prescribed form (Form I). 
The officers mentioned above will be the Registering Authority for the con 
tractors for the concerned categories. 

(b ) The application for registration as contractor should be supporter! 
by a solvency certificate issued by the Revenue Department or a Bank 
guarantee by a bank approved by the Government as follows:

(c). Application for registration as a contractor should be supported 
by a details about his financial stability and also his previous experience of 
works. Registration of D Category contractors may be made in respect of 
new entrants also . 

4. (a ) The registering authority will then scrutinise the applications 
for registration . He will then satisfy himself as to the financial capacity of 
the applicant and also his ability to take up and carry out the works in a 
particular category. He can , if so needed , direct the contractor to produce 
before him satisfactory evidence towards this . If he is satisfied that the 
applicant can be registered as a contractor, he will be intimated of the fact 
and will be asked to remit a registration fee at the following rates

The applicant will be registered as a contractor after remittance of this 
fee. The registration fee is not refundable. If for any reason the contractor 
is not found fit for being registered , he will be intimated so. But this must 
only be a bare intimation of the fact that he is not being included in the 
list of registered contractors. 

(b ) If any application for registration as a contractor is rejected , the 
registering authority should register in writing his reasons for denying 
registration . He should also intimate confidentially , his reasons for denial to 
any application for registration to his next superior authority. 

(c) No appealwill lic against this decision . 


5. After registration of a person as contractor, a Registration Card 
will be issued to him under the seal and signature of the registering officer in 
Form III. This card should be referred to in all the tenders submitted by 
him and be produced by the contractor, if and when called for by any officer 
of the P. W. D. 

6. (a) The registration issued is valid only for one financial year . 
Registration cards are to be renewed every year. Applications for renewal 
are to be submitted before 1st January, every year. The registering authority 
has to satisfy himself a fresh of the financial stability of the contractor. If so 
thought necessary, he can direct the applicant to produce evidence afresh ... 
towards this. 

(b ) A non -refundable fec of Rs. 10 is payable for renewal. The 
registering authority can renew the registration or refuse to do so at his 
discretion following directions for registration as in para 4. Hemay refuse 
renewal for the following reasons: 

(i) Not being satisfied of the financial stability of the applicant. 
(ii) Non -production of Income tax Clearance Certificate. 
(iii) Failure to execute satisfactorily, a previous contract. 
(iv ) Poor quality of works executed. 
(v) Failure to put up schedule of progress of work or works taken 

up by the applicant previously . 
(vi) Or any othermatter which , in the opinion of the registering 

authority , is undesirable . 
7. A contractor who fails to get his registration renewed for an year 
can apply afresh the next year for registration only as a new contractor. 

8. The registering authority shall, before Ist March , issue the renewal 
card or intimate the fact having refused the request for renewal. 

9. A list of applications for registration and renewal shall be main 
tained by each registering authority in Form IV . The reasons for refusal 
should be clearly specified in the register. This register will be confidential 
record in the custody of the registering authority. But it will be open to 
inspection by his superior officers and by Audit. 

10. The rules will be incorporated in the Kerala P.W.D , Code as 
Appendix VIII.

1. The rules for registration of contractors in the Kerala P. W. D. 
appended and published in G.O. (P ). ..shall form part of the condi 
tions governing the Registration . 
2. Demotion to Lower Class. 

(a ) The Registering Authority may, by order, demote a Contractor to 
a lower class if he: - 

(i) fails to execute a contract or executes it unsatisfactorily or is 

proved to be responsible for constructional defects revealed 

even after the expiry of the prescribed maintenance period ; or 
(ii) has no longer the adequate equipment, technical personnel or 

financial resources, or 
( iii ) violates any important condition of contract; or 
(iv ) is responsible for any other matter which would justify his 

demotion to a lower class taking into account the merits of the 


case : 


3. Suspension of Business. 

Suspension of business may be ordered for an indefinite period where, 
pending full enquiry into the allegations, the competent authority is of the 
view that it is not desirable that busin with the contractor should con 
tinue. Such an order may be passed if the competent authority is prima facie 
of the view that the contractor is guilty of an offence involvingmoral turpitudo 
in relation to business dealings which , if established, would result in his 
removal/blacklisting. 


4. Removal from the approved list. 

(a ) The Registering Authority may remove the name of a contractor 
from the approved list if the contractor 

(i) fails to execute a contract or execute it unsatisfactorily or is 

proved to be responsible for constructional defect(s) revealed 

even after the expiry of the prescribed maintenance period ; or 
(ii) has no longer the adequate cquipment, technical personnel or 

financial resources ; or 
( iii) violates any important condition of contract ; or 
(iv) fails to furnish the required income tax clearance certificate ; or 
(v) fails to abide by the conditions of registration or is found to have 

given false particulars at the time of registration, or 
(vi) is declared or is in the process of being declared bankrupt, 

insolvent, wound up , disolved or partitioned; or 
(vii) persistently violates the provisions of Labour Regulations and 

Rules. 
5. Blacklisting. 
A contractor may be blacklisted for the following reasons: 
(i) where there is sufficient and strong justification for believing 

that the contractor or his employee has been guilty ofmal 
practices such as bribery, corruption , fraud including substi 
tution of or interpolation in tenders, pilfering or unauthorised 
use or disposal of Government materials issued for specific 

works etc., or 
(ü ) where the contractor contumaciously refuses to pay Government 

dues without sufficient reasons and where the Registering 
authority is satisfied that no reasonable dispute attracting 
reference to arbitration or court of law exists for the con 

tractor s action ; or 
(iii ) where a contractor or his partner or his representative has been 

convicted by a court of law for offences involving moral turpi 

tude in relation to business dealings; or 
(iv) where security considerations including suspected disloyalty to 

the State so warrant; or 
(v ) where a contractor or his partner or his agent is found to have 

abetted or induced public servants to indulge in corrupt 

Practices. 
6. Restoration. 

The question of upgrading a (demoted ) contractor, lifting the ban on 
business , restoring the registration , withdrawal of blacklisting etc., may be 
considered at the appropriate time on the merits of each cise by the 
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authority who passed the original orders . Copies of orders revoking black 
listing orders shall also be furnished to the Government in the concerned 
Administrative Department for communicating the orders to the Government 
of India .

THE BANKING LAWS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1968 

(58 of 1968 ) 

An 

АСТ 
further to amend the Banking Regulation Act, 1949, so as to provide for the extension 

of social control oder banks and for matters connected therewith or incidental 
thereto , and also further to amend the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 , and the 
State Bank of India Act, 1955 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title and commencement (1) This Act inay be called the Banking 
Laws (Amendment) Act, 1968. 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the OfficialGazette, appoint and different dates may 
be appointed for different provisions of the Act. 

CHAPTER II 
AMENDMENTS TO THE BANKING REGULATION Act, 1949 
2 Amendment of section 5.- In the Banking Regulation Act, 1949 
(10 of 1949 ) (hereinafter in this Chapter referred to as the principal Act), in 
section 5 , 

(i) after clause (c), the following clause shall be nsertel, 
namely : 

"(ca ) " banking policy" means any policy which is specified 
from time to time hy the Rescrve Bank in the interest of the 
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banking system or in the interest of monetary stability or sound 
economic growth , having due regard to the interests of the 
depositors , the volume of deposits and other resources of the bank 
and the need for equitable allocation and the efficient use of these 
deposits and resources; ;

(ii) where the managing agent is a company , any director

(iii) where the managing agent is a firm , any partner of 
such firm ; ; 
( iii) to clause (b ), the following proviso shall be added, namely: 

" Provided that the managing director shall exercise his powers 
subject to the superintendence, control and direction of the Board 
of directors ." ; 

( iv ) after clause (n ), the following clauses shall be inserted , 
namely :-- 

* (na ) " small-scale industrial concern ” means an industrial 
concern in which the investment in plant and machinery is not in

(i) in relation to a company,means the holding of a beneficial 
interest by an individual or his spouse or minor child , whether 
singly or taken together, in the shares thereof, the amount paid -up 
on which exceeds five lakhs of rupees or ten per cent of the paid -up 
capital of the company, whichever is less; 

( ii) in relation to a firm , means the beneficial interest lield 
therein by an individual or his spouse or minor child , whether 
singly or taken together, which represents more than ten per cent of 

the total capitalsubscribed by all the partners of the said firm ;".

which , in either case, is not a small-scale industrial co ::. 
cern , or 

(2) be proprietors of any trading , commercial or 
industrial concern , not being a small-scale,industrial concern . 
(3) IT, in respect of any banking company, the requirements, as 
laid down in sub- scction (2), are not fulfilled at any time, the Board of 
directors of such banking company shall re -constitute such Board so as

(a ) has, on more than one occasion , failed to comply with the 
directions given to it in writing under section 21 or section 35A , in 
so far as such directions relate to banking policy, or 

(b ) is being managed in a munner detrimental to the interests 
of its depositors, 
and that 

(i) in the interests of the depositors of such banking company ,

( ii ) in the interest of banking policy, or 

(iii) for thebetter provision of credit generally or of credit to 
any particular section of the community or in any particular arca , 
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it is necessary to acquire the undertaking ofsuch banking company, the 
CentralGovernment may, after such consultation with the Reserve Bank 
as it thinks fit, by notified order , acquire the undertaking of such com 
pany (hereinafter referred to as the acquired bank ) with effect from such 
date asmay be specified in this behalf by the Central Government (here 
inafter referred to as the appointed day ) : 

Provided that no undertaking of any banking company shall be so 
acquired unless such banking company has been given a reasonable 
opportunity ofshowing cause against the proposed action . 
Explanation . - In this part, 

(a ) " notified order ” means an order published in the Official 
Gazette ; 

(b ) " undertaking" , in relation to a banking company incor 
porated outside India , means the undertaking of the company in 
India. 

(2 ) Subject to the other provisions contained in this part, on the 
appointed day, the undertaking of the acquired bank and all the assets 
and liabilities of the acquired bank shall stand transferred to, and vest 
in , the CentralGovernment. 

(3 ) The undertaking of the acquired bank and its assets and 
liabilities shall be deemed to include all rights, powers, authorities and 
privileges and all property , whether movable or immovable, including , 
in particular, cash balances, reserve funds, investments, deposits and 
all other interests and rights in , or arising out of, such property asmay 
be in the possession of, or held by , the acquired bank immediately be 
fore the appointed day and all books, accounts and documents relating 
thereto , and shall also be deemed to include all debts, liabilities and 
obligations, of whatever kind , then existing of the acquired bank. 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (2 ), the 
Central Government may , if it is satisfied that the undertaking of the 
acquired bank and its assets and liabilities should , instead of vesting in 
the Central Governmert, or continuing to so vest, vest in a company 
established under any schememade under this partor in any corporation 
( hereinafter in this part and in the Fifth Schedule referred to as the 
transferee bank ) that Government may , by order, direct that the said 
undertaking , including the assets and liabilities thereof, shall vest in the 
transferee bank either on the publication of the notified order or on 
such other date as may be specified in this behalf by the Central Govern 
ment. 

(5 ) Where the undertaking of the acquired bank and the assets and 
liabilities thereof( vest in the transferee bank under sub-section (4 ) 
the transferee bank , shall, on and from the date of such vesting , be 
deemed to have become the transferee of the acquired bank and all the 
rights and liabilities in relation to the acquired bank shall on and from 
the date of such vesting, be deemed to have been the rights and liabi 
lities of the transferee bank; 
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(6) Unless otherwise expressly provided by or under this Part, all 
contracts, deeds, bonds, agreements, powers of attorney , grants of 
legal representation and other instruments ofwhatever nature subsisting 
or having effect immediately before the appointed day and to which the 
acquired bank is a party or which are in favour of the acquired bank 
shall be of as full force and effect against or in favour of the Central 
Government, or as the case may be, of the transferee bank , and may 
be enforced or acted upon as fully and effectually as if in the place of 
the acquired bank the Central Government or the transferee bank had 
been a party thereto or as if they had been issued in favour of the 
CentralGovernment or the transferee bank , as the case may be. 

(7) If, on the appointed day, any suit, appeal or other proceeding 
of whatever nature is pending by or against the acquired bank , the same 
shall not abate, be discontinued or be, in any way, prejudicially affect 
ed by reason of the transfer of the undertaking of the acquired bank or 
of anything contained in this part, but the suit, appeal or other pro 
ceedingmay be continued , prosecuted and enforced by or against the 
Central Government or the transferce bank , as the case may be. 

36AF. Power of the Central Government to make scheme.- (1) The 
CentralGovernmentmay, after consultation with the Reserve Bank, 
make a scheme for carrying out the purposes of this part in relation to 
any acquired bank .

(d ) the continuance of the right of any person who, on the ap 
pointed day, is entitled to or is in receipt of, a pension or other 
superannuation or compassionate allowance or benefit, from the 
acquired bank or any provident, pension or other fund or any 
authority administering such fund , to be paid by , and to receive 
from , the Central Government or the transferce bank, as the case 
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may be, or any provident, pension or other fund or any authority 
administering such fund , the same pension , allowance or benefit so 
long as he observes the conditions which the pension , allowance 
or benefit was granted, and if any question arises whether he has so 
observed such conditions , the question shall be determined by the 
Central Government and he decision of the Central Government 
thereon shall be final; 

(e ) the manner of payment of the compensation payable in 
accordance with the provisions of this part to the share-holders of the 
acquired bank, or where the acquired bank is a banking company 
incorporated outside India , to the acquired bank in full satisfaction 
of their, or as the case may be, its, claims;. 

(f ) the provvion , if any, for completing the effectual transfer 
to the Central Government or the transferee bank of any asset 
or any liability whitch forms part ofthe undertaking of the acquired 
bank in any country outside I- dia ; 

(g ) such incidental, consequential and supplemental matters as 
may be necessary to secure that the transfer of the business, pro 
perty, assets and liabilities of the acquire1 bank to the Central 
Government or transferee bank , as the case may be, is effectual 
and complete. 

(3 ) The Central Government may , after consultation with the 
Reserve Bank , by notification in the Official Gazette, add to , amend 
or vary any schememade under this section . 

(4 ) Every schememade under this section shall be published in the 
Official Gazette . 

(5 ) Copies of every schememade under this section shall be laid 
before each House of Parliament as soon as may be after it is made. 

(6 ) The provisions of this part and, of any scheme made therc 
under shall have effect notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in any other provisions of this Act or in any other law or any 
agreement, award or other instrument for the time being in force. 

(7) Every schememade under this section shall be binding on the 
CentralGovernment or, as the case may be , on the transferee bank and 
also on allmembers, creditors, depositors and employees of the acquired 
bank and of the transferee bank and on any other person having any 
right, liability, power or function in relation to , or in connection with , 
the acquired bank or the transferee bank, as the case may be . 

36AG . Compensation to be given to share-holders of the acquired bank. 
(1). Every person who, immediately before the appointed day , is 
registered as a holder of shares in the acquired bank or, where the 
acquired bank is a banking, company incorporated outside India , the 
acquired bank , shall be given by the Central Government, or the 
transferee bank, as the case may be, such compensation in respect of 
the trasnferd of the undertaking of the acquired bank 
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as is determined in accordance with the principles contained in 
the Fifth Schedule . 

(2) Nothing contained in sub-section (1) shall affect the rigats 
inter se between the holder of any share in the acquired bank and any 
other person who may have any interest in such shares and such other 
person shall be entitled to enforce his interest against the compensation 
awarded to the holder of such share, but not against the Central Govern 
ment, or the transferee bank. 

(3 ) The amount of compensation to be given in accordance with 
the principles contained in the Fifth Schedule shall be deterrained in the 
first instance by the Central Government, or the transſerce bank, as the 
case may be, in consultation with the Reserve Bank, and shall be offered 
by it to all those to whom compensation is payable under sub- section ( 1) 
in full satisfaction thereof. 

(4 ) If the amount of compensation offered in terms of sub-section 
( 3) is not acceptable to any person to whom the compensation is 
payable , such person may before such date as may be notified by the 
Central Government in the Official Gazette, request the Central 
Government in writing , to have the matter referred to the Tribunal 
constituted under section 36 AH . 

(5 ) If,before the date notified under sub -section (4 ), the Central 
Government receives requests, in termsof that sub -section , from not 
less than one -fourth in number of the share-holders holding not less than 
one-fourth in value of the paid -up share capital of the acquired bank, 
or, where the acquired bank is a banking company incorporated outside 
India, from the acquired bank , the Central Government shall have the 
matter referred to the Tribunal for decision . 

(6 ) If, before the date notified under sub -section (4 ), the Central 
Government does not receive requests as provided in that sub -section , 
the amount of compensation offered under sub -section (3), and where a 
reference has been made to the Tribunal, the amount determined by it, 
shall be the compensation payable under sub- section (1) and shall be 
final and binding on all parties concerned . 

36AH . Constitution of the Tribunal.- (1) The Central Government 
may, for the purpose of this part, constitute a Tribunal which shall 
consist of a Chairman and two other members . 

( 2 ) The Chairman shall be a person who is, or has been, 3 Judge 
of a High Court or of the Supreme Court, and, of the two other 
n embers, one shall be a person , who, in the opinion of the Central 
Government, has had experience of commercial banking and tho other 
shall be a person who is a chartered accountant within the meaning of 
the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 (38 of 1949) : 

(3 ) If, for any reason , a vacancy occurs in the office of the 
Chairman or any other member of the Tribunal, the Ceatral Govern 
megtmay till the vacancy by appointing another person thereto in 
accordance with the provisions of sub -section (2 ), and any proceeding 
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may be continued before the Tribunal, so constituted , from the stage at 
which the vacancy occurred . 

(4 ) The Tribunal may, for the purpose of determining any 
compensation payable under this part, choose one or more persons 
having special knowledge or experience of any relevant matter to assist 
it in the determination of such compensation . 

36AI. Tribunal to have powers of a civil court.- ( 1) The Tribunal shall 
have the powers of a civil court, while trying a suít , under the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 of 1908 ), in respect of the following matters, 
namely : 

(a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and 
examining him on oath ; 

(b) requiring the discovery and production of documents ; 
(c) receiving evidence on affidavits; 

(d) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses or 
documents. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- seetion (1), or in 
any other law for the time being in_force, the Tribunal shall not 
compel the Central Government or the Reserve Bank, - 

(a ) to produce any books of account or other documents which 
the Central Government, or the Reserve Bank, claims to be of a 
confidential nature ; 

(b ) to make any such books or documents part of the record 
of the proceedings before the Tribunal; or 

(c) to give inspection of any such books or documents to any 
party before it or to any other person . 

36AJ. Procedure of the Tribunal .- (1) The Tribunal shall have 
power to regulate its own procedure. 

(2) The Tribunal may hold the whole or any part of its inquiry 
in camera . 

(3) Any clerical or arithmetical error in any order of the Tribunal 
or any error arising therein from any accidental slip or omission may, at 
any time, be corrected by the Tribunal either of its own motion or on 

the application of any of the parties. 
16. Amendment of section 39. - Section 39 of the principal Act shall be re 
numbered as sub -section (1) thereof and after sub- section (1), as so re 
numbered, the following sub-section shall be, and shall be deemed always to 
have been , inserted , namely :

(3) While holding an inquiry under this section, the Reserve 
Bank shall have power to summon and enforce the attendance of any 
person to give evidence or to produce any document or any other thing 
which , in the opinion of the Reserve Bank, may be useful for, or 
relevant to , the subject matter of the inquiry . 

(4) No complaint shallbe filed against any banking company in 
any court of law in respect of any contravention or default in respect of 
which any penalty has been imposed by the Reserve Bank under this 
section . 

(5 ) Any penalty imposed by the Reserve Bank under this section 
shall be payable within a period of fourteen days from the date on which 
notice issued by the Reserve Bank demanding payment of the sum is 
served on the banking company and in the event of failure of the bank 
ing company to pay the sum within such period , may be levied on a 
direction madeby the principal civil court having jurisdiction in the 
area where the registered office of the banking company is situated ; or, 
in the case of a banking company incorporated outside India, where its 
principal place of business in India is situated : 

Provided that no such direction shall be made except on an appli 
cation made to the court by the Reserve Bank or any officer authorised 
by that Bank in this behalf. 
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(6 ) The court which makes a direction under sub -section (5) shall 
issue a certificate specifying the sum payable by the banking company 
and every such certificate shall be enforceable in the game manner as if 
it were a decree made by the court in a civil suit . 

(7). Where any complaint has been filed against any banking 
company in any court in respect of the contravention or default of the 
nature referred to in sub-section (3) or, as the casemy be, sub-section 
(4 ) of section 46, then , no proceedings for the imposition of any penalty 
on the banking company shall be taken under this section " .

Power to remove difficulties.--If any difficulty arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Act, the Central Government may , by 
order, as occasion requires, do anything (not inconsistent with the provi 
sions of this Act) which appears to it to be necessary for the purpose of 
removing the difficulty : 

Provided that no such power shall be exercised after the expiry of a 
period of three years from the commencement of section 20 of the 

Banking Laws (Amendment) Act, 1968 .

PRINCIPLES OF COMPENSATION 
1. The compensation to be given under section 36AG shall be an 
amount equal to the value of the assets of the acquired bank as on the 
day immediately before the appointed day , computed in accordance 
with the provisions of Part I of this Schedule less the total amount of 
liabilities thereof computed in accordance with the provisions of Part II 
of this Schedule . 


Part I. --- Assets 


For the purposes of this part " assets" means the total of the 
following : 

(a ) the amount of cash in hand and with the Reserve Bank 
and the State Bank of India (including foreign currency notes 
which shall be converted at themarketrate of exchange); 

(6 ) the amount of balances with any bank, whether on 
doposit or current account, and money at call and short notice, 
balances held outside India being converted at the market rate 
of exchange : 

Provided that any balances which are not realisable in full 
shall be decmed to be debts and valued accordingly ; 

(c) the market value, as on the day immediately before the 
appointed day, of any securities , shares, debentures, bonds and 
other investments , held by the bapk concerned. 

Explanation - For the purposes of this clause, - 

© sccurities of the Central and State Governments (other 
than the securities specified in sub -clauses (i ) and ( iii ) of this 
Explanation ) maturing for redemption within five years from the 
appointed day shall be valued at the face value or the market 
value, whichever is higher; 

(ii) securities the Central Government, such as Post Office 
Certificates and Treasury Savings Deposit Certificates and any 
other securities or certificates issued or to be issued under the Small 
Savings Scheme of the Central Government, shall be valued at 
their face value or the encashable value of the market value, as on 
the day immediately before the appointed day, whichever is higher; 
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(iii) where the market value of any Government security such 
as the zamindari abolition bonds or other similar security in respect 
of which the principalis payable in instalments, is not ascertainable 
or is, for any reason , not considered as reflecting the fair value 
thereof or as otherwise appropriate , the security shall be valued at 
such an amount as is considered reasonable having regard to the 
instalments of principal and interest remaining to be paid, the 
period during which such instalments are payable , the yield of any 
security , issued by the Government to which the security and 
and having the same or approximately the same maturity: 
other relevant factors ; 

(iv ) where the market value of any security , share debenture , 
bond or other investment is not considered reasonable by reason of 
its having been affecte 1 by abnormal factors, the investmentmay 
be valued on the basis of its average market value over any 
reasonable period; 

(u) where the market value of any security , share debeature , 
bond or other investment is not ascertainable, only such valuc, if 
any , shall be taken into account as is considered reasonable having 
regard to the financial position of the issuing concern the dividend 
paid by it during the preceding five y ars and other relevant 
factors; 

(d ) the amount of advance ( including loans, cash credits, over 
drafts , bills purchased and discounted ), and other debts, whether secured 
or unsecured , to the extent to which they are reasonably considerci 
recoverable , having regard to the value of the security, if any, the 
operations on the account, the reported worth and respectability of the 
borrower, the prospects of realisation und other relevant considerations; 

(e) the value ofany land or buildings; 

(f ) the total amount of the premia paid , in respect of all leasehold 
properties, reduced in the case of each such premium by an amount 
which bears to such premium the same proportion as the expired term 
of the lease in respect of which such premium shall have been paid 
bears to the total term of the lease ; 

(g ) the written down value as per books, or the realisable value, 
as may be considered reasonable, of all furniture , fixtures and 
fittings ; 

(h ) the market or realisable value, as may be appropriate, of other 
assets appearing on the books of the bank, no value being allowed for 
capitalised expenses, such as share selling commission , organisational 
cxpenses and brokcrage, losses incurred and similar other items. 

Part II. - Liabilities 
For the purposes of this part " liabilities" means the total amountof all 
outside liabilitiei existing on the appointed day, and all contingeut lab.litics 
which the CentralGoverninent or the transferee bank may reasonably be 
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cxpecte i to be required to meet out of its own resources on or after the 
appointed day and were the acquired bank is a banking company 
incorporated outside India , includes the liabilities of the offices and branches 
in India of the acquired bank to its offices and branches outside India . 

2. If the acquired bank is not incorporated in India , the assets or, as 
the case may be, the liabilities of the bank shall be, for the purposes of Part 
I and Part II, and subject to the other provisions therein , the assets and 
liabilities of the offices of the bank situated in India . 


COMPENSATION PAYABLE TO SHAREHOLDERS 
3. Every shareholder of the acquired bank to whom the compensation 
is payable, shall be given such amount as compensation as bears to the total 
compensation , calculated in accordance wich the provisions of paragraph 1, 
the same proportion as the amountofpaid -up capital of the shares held by 
the shareholder bears to the total paid -up capital of the acquired bank . 


CERTAIN DIVIDENDS NOT TO BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT 
4. No separate compensation shall be payable for any profits or any 
dividend in respect of any period immediately preceding the appointed day, 
for which , in the ordinary course, profits would have been transferred or 
dividend declared after the appointed day . 


CHAPTER III

(a ) in guaranteeing the duc performance by any small- scale 
industrial concern , approved by the Central Government, of its 
obligations to any bank or other financial institution in respect of 
loans and advancesmade, or other credit facilities provided , to it by 
such bank or other financial institution and the making as such 
agent of payments in connection with such guarantee, and 

(b ) in administering any scheme for subsidising the rate of 
interest or other charges in relation to any loans or advances made, 
or other credit facilities provided , by banks or other financial insti 
tutions for the purpose of financing or facilitating any, export from

The terms " Pasteurisation" " Pasteurised and similar 
terms shall be taken to refer to the process of heating every particle ofmilk or 
milk product to at least 63° C ., and holding at such temperature continuously 
for at least 30 minutes, or heating it to at least 71.5 ° C . and holding at such 
temperature continuously for at least 15 seconds or an approved temperature 
time combination that will serve to give a negative phosphatase test. All 
pasteurised milk and milk products shall be cooled immediately to a tempe 
rature of 10 ° C . or less, and shall be maintained thereat until delivery. 

Explanation.- The term milk product, in context to A.11.01.02 , means 
standardised -milk , recombined milk , toned milk, double toned milk , skimmed 
milk and flavoured milk . 

A.11.01.03 Sterilization. --The term sterilization , when used in asso 
ciation with milk means heating milk continuously to a temperature of 115 ° C 
for 15 minutes or 145 °C for 3 seconds, or equivalent approved temp- time com 
bination to ensure preservation at room temperature for a period of not less 
than 15 days from the date of manufacture. Sterilised milk shall show absence 
of albumen by a negative Turbidity Test. Sterilised milk shall be sold only 
in the container in which the milk was sterilised . 

A.11.01.04 Boiled Milk means milk which has been brought to boil. 

A.11.01.05 Flavoured milk may contain chocolate, coffee or any other 
cdible flavour, cdiblc food colours and canc sugar. Flavoured milk shall be 
pasteurised or sterilised . 

A.11.01.06 Standardised milk means cow milk or buffalo milk or a 
combination of both that has been standarised to a fat percentage given in 
the table below item A.11.01.11 by the abstraction and /or addition ofmilk 
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fat, or by the addition of skimmed milk or by addition or recombined or rel 
constituted skimmed milk . Standardised milk shall be pasteurised and shal 
show a negative Phosphatase Test. 

A.11.01.02 Recombined Milk means the homogenised product prepared 
from milk fat, non- fat milk solids, and water. Recombined milk shall be 
pasteurised and shall show a negative Phosphatase Test. 

A.11.01.08 Toned Milk means the product prepared by admixture 
of cow or buffalo milk or both with fresh skimmed milk ; or by admixture of 
cow or buffalo milk or both with non -fatmilk solids or milk powder, and water , 
or by partial abstraction /addition of fat from /to milk . It shall be pasteurised 
and shall show a negative Phosphatase Test. When fat or dry non- fat milk 
solids are used , it shall be ensured that the product remains homogenous and 
no deposition of solids takes place on standing . 

A.11.01.09 Double Toned Milk means the product prepared by ad 
mixture of cow or buffalo milk or both with fresh skimmed milk , or by admixture 
of cow or buffalo milk or both with non -fatmilk solids and water, or by partial 
abstraction /addition of fat from /to milk . It shall be pasteurised and shall 
show a negative Phosphatase Test. When fat dry non -fat milk solids are used , 
it shall be ensured that the product remains homogenous and no deposition 
of solids takes place on standing. 

A.11.01.10 Skimmed Milk means the product prepared from milk 
from which almost all the milk fat has been removed mechanically

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A.11.02.09 Milk Ices or Milk Lollies mean the frozen product obtained 
from milk , skimmed milk or milk products with or without the addition of 
cane sugar, eggs, fruits, fruit juices, nuts chocolate, cdible flavours, and 
permitted food colours. It may contain permitted stabilizers not 
exceeding 0.5 per cent of the product. The mixture shall be suitably heat 
treated before freezing. The product shall contain not more than 2.0 per 
cent milk fat, not less than 3.5 per cent proteins and not less than 20.0 per 
cent total solids. 

A.11.02.10 Condensed Milk unsweetened (Evaporated Milk ) means 
the product obtained from cow or buffalo milk or a combination thereof or 
from standardised milk ,by the partialremoval ofwater . Itmay contain added 
calcium chloride, citric acid and sodium citrate, sodium salts of orthophos 
phoric acid and polyphosphoric acid (as linear phosphate with a degree of 
polymerisation upto 6 units) not exceeding 0.3 per cent by weight of the 
finished product. Such additions need not be declared on the label. Con 
densed milk unsweetened shall contain not less than 8.0 per cent milk fat and 
not less than 26.0 per cent milk solids. 

A.11.02.11 Condensed Milk sweetened means the product obtained 
from cow or a buffalo milk for a combination thereof or from standardised 
milk , by the partial removal of water and after addition of cane sugar.

GRATUITY BILL , 1969

BILL 
to provide for the payment of gratuity to the employees in factories, plantations and other 

establishments in the State of Kerala . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the payment of 
gratuity to the employees in factories, plantations and other establishments 
in the State of Kerala . 

BE it enacted in the Twentieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 
1. Short title, extent, application and commencement.- (1) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Industrial Employees Payment of Gratuity Act, 1969 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 
( 3) It shall apply in the first instance to 
(a ) any factory as defined in clause (m ) of section 2 of the factories 

Act, 1948 (Central Act 63 of 1948 ) ; 
(b ) any plantation as defined in clause (f) of section 2 of the Plantations 

Labour Act, 1951 (Central Act 69 of 1951 ) ; and 
(c) any establishment as defined in clause (8) of section 2 of the 

Kerala Shops and Commercial Establishments Act, 1960 (34 of 

1960 ) ; 
G : 10643 
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Provided that the Government may, after giving not less than twomonths 
nozice of its intention o to do, by notification in the Gazette , apply the provi 
sions of this Act to any other factory, plantation or establishment to which 
the provisions of this Act as such do not apply . 

(4 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may, by 
notification in the Gazette appoint. 
2. Definitions. In this Act unless the context otherwise requires 

(a) " completed year of service” means uninterrupted service for one 
year and includes service which may be interrupted by sickness, accident, 
authorised leave, strike which is not illegal, or cessation of work not due to 
employee s fault ; 

(b ) " continuous service" means uninterrupted service and includes 
service which may be interrupted by sickness, accident, authorised leave, 
strike which is not illegal, or cessation of work not due to employee s fault; 

(c) " controlling authority " means the authority appointed by the 
Government under section 3 ; 

(d ) " employee" means any person employed in any factory , plantation 
or establishment to do any skilled or unskilled , manual or clerical work for 
hire or reward , and includes for the purposes of any proceedings under section 
6 of this Act, an employee dismissed or discharged ; 
(e) " employer” means 
(i) in relation to any factory, plantation or establishment which 

isunder the control of the Government, a person or authority 
appointed by the Government for the supervision and control 
of employees or where no person or authority is so appointed, 

the head of the department; 
( ii) in relation to any factory, plantation or establishment under 

any local authority, the person appointed by such authority for 
the supervision and control of employees or where no person 

is so appointed , the chief executive officer of the local authority ; 
( iii) in any other case, the person , who, or the authority which has 

the ultimate control over the affairs of the factory, plantation 
or establishment and where the said affairs are entrusted to 
any other person whether called a manager,managing director, 

managing agent, or by any other name, such person ; 
(f) " family " means 

(i) in the case of a male employee, the wife, children , whether 

married or unmarried , dependent parents of the employee 

and the widow and children of a deceased son of the employee ; 
(ii ) in the case of a female employee, the husband and children 

of the employee, dependent parents of the employee or of the 
husband and the widow and children of a deceased son of the 
employee :

Provided that if an employee by notice in writing to the con 
trolling authority expresses her desire to exclude her husband from 
the family, the husband and his dependent parents shall no longer 
be deemed to be part of the employee s family for the purposes if 
this Act, unless the employee subsequently cancels in writing any 
such notice ; 

Explanation. - In either of the above two cases, if the child of 
an employee has been adopted by another person and if under the 
personal law of the adopter, adoption is legally recognised , such a 

child shall be considered as excluded from thefamily of the employee; 
(g) " prescribed ” means prescribed by Government by rules made under 


this Act ; 


(h ) " retirement" means termination of the services of an employee for 
any cause other than by way of dismissal or discharge due to misconduct, 
but does not include superannuation . 

(i). " superannuation " means the termination of the services of an em 
ployee by the employer when the employee reaches the age of 53 years or 
has completed thirty years of service, whichever is earlier ; 

( j) " wages" means all emoluments which are earned by an employee 
while on duty or on leave with wages in accordance with the terms of contract 
of employment and which are paid or are payable in cash to him in respect 
of his employment or of work done in such employment and includes dearness 
allowance and house rent allowance but does not include any bonus, com 
mission, overtime wages and night allowance. 

3. Controlling Authority.— The Government may appoint by notification 
in the Gazette, any person to be the controlling authority who shall be 
responsible for the administration of this Act . 
4. Payment of gratuity -- (1) Gratuity shall be payable to an employec- 

(a) on his superannuation ; 
(b ) on his retirement after completion of a minimum period of ten 

years of continuous service, or 
(c ) on his retirement after a continuous service of one year on account 

of total disablement due to accident or disease . 
Explanation . -- For the purpose of this section total disablement means 
such disablement, whether of temporary orpermanent nature, as incapacitates 
an employee for all work which he was capable of performing at the time of 
accident resulting in such disablement. 

(2) In case of the death of an employee the gratuity shall be payable 
to the nominee of the employce or in the absence of a nomince to the family 
of the employee. 

5. Power to exempt.--- The Governmentmay by notification in the gazette 
and subject to such conditions as may be specified in the notification , exempt 
any factory, plantation or establishment to which this Act applies or any 


employee or class of employees employed in any such factory, plantation or 
establishment, from the operation of the provisions of this Act, if in the opinion 
of the Government the employee or class of employees or the employees as 
a whole in any such factory, plantation or establishment is in receipt ofbenefits 
superior to the benefits conferred under this Act. 

6. Dismissal or discharge of the employee.-- (1) An employee shall not be 
sligible for gratuity under this Act if he is dismissed or discharged from service 
due to misconduct : 

Provided that if any dispute arises with regard to the payment of gratuity 
to an employee so dismissed or discharged , Government shall, on an appli 
cation from the employee concerned , refer such dispute to a Labour Court or 
Industrial Tribunal constituted by it under the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
as if it were an industrial dispute under the said Act, 

(2 ) The decision of the Labour Court or Industrial Tribunal shall be 
orwarded by it to the Government and the controlling authority and any 
amount found due by the Labour Court or Industrial Tribunal shall be re 
covered in the manner provided in section 12. 

7. Rate of gratuity.-- Gratuity payable to an amployee shall be calculated 
at the rate of fifteen days wages, based on the last drawn wage-rate or wage 
rate payable immediately preceding the date on which gratuity becomes 
payable, for every completed year of service or part thereof in excess of six , Y 
months, subject to a maximum of fifteen months wages: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall affect the right of any better 
terms of gratuity or retirement benefits under any award or agreement or 
contract with the employer . 

8. Deposit.- ( 1) The employer shall calculate the amount of gratuity 
payable under this Act during a year and deposit the same with the Govern 
ment before the end of March of that year, in such manner as may be 
prescribed . 

(2) The employer shall immediately after depositing the amount as 
required under sub -section (1), forward to the controlling authority a 
ment in the prescribed form containing particulars of employees for whom the 
amount of gratuity is deposited . 

( 3) The amount so deposited shall bear interest at the rate fixed by 
the Government from time to time. 

9. Nomination .- ( 1) Each employee who has completed one year of 
service shall make nomination in the prescribed form to the controlling autho 
rity, conferring the right to receive the amount that may stand to his credit 
in the event of his death before the amount standing to his credit becomes 
payable, or where the amount has becomepayable but payment has not been 
made. 

(2) An employee may in his nomination distribute the amount that 
may stand to his credit amongst his nominces at his 

discretion . 
(3) If an employee has a family at the time of making a nomination , 
the nomination shall be in favour of one or more persons belor aging to his 


state 


own 


family . Any nomination made by such employee in favour of a person not 
belonging to his family shall be invalid . 

(4 ) If at the time ofmaking a nomination the employee has no family , 
the nomination may be in favour ofany person or persons but if the employee 
subsequently acquires a family , such nomination shall forthwith be deemed 
to be invalid and the employee shall make a fresh nomination in favour of one 
or more persons belonging to his family . 

(5 ) A nomination made under sub- section (1) may at any time be 
modified by an employee after giving a written notice ofhis intention of doing 
so in the prescribed form to the controlling authority . If the nominee prede 
ceases the employee, the interest of the nominee shall revert to the employee 
who shall make a fresh nomination in respect of such interest. 

(6 ) A nomination or its modification shall take effect to the extent 
that it is valid on the date on which it is received by the controlling authority . 

10. Application for gratuity and Procedure for payment.-- (1). Any employee 
who is eligible for payment of gratuity under this Act shall send a written 
application in the prescribed form to the employer and to the controlling 
authority within a period of three months before the proposed date of his 
superannuation : 

Provided that the controlling authority may condone the delay in sub 
mitting the application for gratuity by the employee for satisfactory reasons. 

(2) As soon as the amount of gratuity standing to the credit of an emplo 
yee becomes payable , the employer shall give notice in writing to the em 
ployee and the controlling authority specifying the amount and the controlling 
authority shall arrange to pay the amount to the employee immediately. 

(3 ) In case an employee who is eligible to get gratuity under this Act 
dies before receiving the amount of gratuity due to him , the gratuity amount 
shall be paid to his nominee or nominees. 

11. Protection against attachment.- (1) The amount standing to the credit 
of any employee under this Act shall not in any way be capable of being 
assigned or charged and shall not be liable to attachment under any decree 
or order of any court in respect of any debt or liability incurred by the ent 
ployee. 

(2) Any amount standing to the credit of an employee at the time of 
his death and payable to his nomince under this Act shall be free from any 
debt or other liabilities incurred by the deceased employee or of the nominee 
before the death of the employce. 

12. Recovery of gratuity amount.-- If any amount of gratuity due to an em 
ployee from an employer under this Act is in arrears the controlling authority , 
after due enquiry, may ascertain the arrears and shall issue a certificate for 
that amount to the Collector who shall recover the same as arrears of land 
revenue under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the timebeing 

13. Penalties.- (1). Whoever, for the purpose of avoiding any payment 
to be made by himself under this Act or of enabling any other person to avoid 


in force. 
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such payment knowingly makes or causes to be made any false statement or 
false representation shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to six months or with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees, or with both . 

(2 ) Whoever contravenes, or makes default in complying with , any 
of the provisions of this Act or any rules made thereunder shall be punishable 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three months or with fine 
which may extend to one thousand rupees or with both . 

141 Delegation of powers.-- The Government may, by notification in the 
Gazette, direct that any power exercisable by them under this Act or the rules 
made thereunder shall be exercisable also by such other authority as they 
deem fit. 

15. Power to make rules.- (1) The Government may, by notification in 
the Gazette and after previous publication , make rules for the purposes of 
carrying into effect the provisions of the Act. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going power such rules may provide for 

(a ) the duties , functions and powers of the controlling authority ; 
(b ) the forms to be prescribed under this Act;. 

(c ) any other matter which is to be prescribed. 

(3) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid, as soon as may be 
after it is made, before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a 
total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or in two 
successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session in which it is so 
laid or the session immediately following, the Legislative Assembly 
makes any modification in the rule , or decides that the rule should not be 
made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be 
of no effect, as the case may be; so however that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
A terminal lump sum benefit to a worker when he leaves a factory, plan 
tation or other establishments after having worked there for a certain mini 
mum number of years has come to be accepted in several factories , plantations 
and establishments . 

2. At present, this terminal benefit commonly called Gratuity ” is paid 
according to individual agreements/ conventions followed in individual units. 
In the same industry various types of gratuity schemes exist. The features 
vary from establishment to establishment. A large number of units also exist 
whose workmen do not enjoy this benefit. 

3. Workmen of all categories have been repeatedly clamouring for such 
a benefit. Government are also convinced that as workmen do not normally 
have any pension scheme it is necessary that there should be provision in this 


regard. Further, it is also necessary to have a uniform söheme so that iduns 
trial unrest on this score could be reduced to the minimum . 

4. As there is no law to compelmanagements to give gratuity and as there 
is considerable disparity between the schemes now obtaining in the different 
parts of the State it is considered necessary to enact the Kerala Industrial 
Employees Payment of Gratuity Bill , 1969. 
5. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object . 
MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 15 of the Bill empowers Government to frame rules regarding 
the duties, functions and powers of the controlling authority appointed 
under clause 3 of the Bill. Clause 15 also invest the Government with the 
power to prescribe forms and make rules for the purposes of carrying into 
effect the provisions of the Act. The matters in respect of which rules may be 
made are of a routine and administrative character . Moreover the rules are 
also subject to the scrutiny of the Legislature. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The object of the Bill is to compel the employers to deposit a sum ofmoney 
with the Government, as gratuity payable to their employees every year. 
Initially the work of supervising this is to be entrusted to the officers of the 
Labour Department in addition to their own duties. Hence, the Bill if enacted 
and brought into operation would not involve any additional expenditure 
from the Consolidated Fund of the State .
